LEAD  BOUNTY  CLAIMS.

Sir, — I  beg  to  present  herewith  my  report  of  the  operation  of  the  Lead 
Bounty  Act,  for  the  calendar  year  1914. 

Except  for  one  day  in  April,  and  five  days  in  November,  the  standard  price 
of  pig  lead  as  quoted  upon  the  Metal  Exchange  in  London,  has  been  above 
the  limit  of  £17  17s.  9d.,  which  is  the  highest  quotation  at  which  any  fraction 
of  the  bounty  is  payable.  At  the  beginning  of  the  war  the  London  Metal 
Exchange  was  closed,  and  it  remained  closed  from  July  31  until  November  9. 
The  quotation  on  July  30  was  £18  15s.  0d.,  and  on  November  9,  £18  2s.  6d. 

For  the  intermediate  period  there  were  no  quotations  having  legal  validity, 
but  a  committee  of  members  of  the  Metal  Exchange  made  public  a  figure  for 
each  month,  which  in  their  opinion  represented  fairly  the  average  price  of  pig 
lead. 

These  prices  are  as  below: —

These  estimates,  if  adopted  by  the  department,  will  carry  a  bounty  pay- 
ment of  about  ten  cents  per  100  pounds  of  lead  for  all  of  the  lead  received  at 
the  smelter  for  the  month  of  October. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1914,  I  certified  to  claims  for  bounty 
amounting  to  $8,158.08. 

As  the  amount  was  so  small  I  incurred  no  expense  for  travelling  or  for 
assistance,  and  succeeded  in  getting  practically  all  claims  adjusted  and  for- 
forwarded  to  the  department  before  April  10. 

The  receipts  of  lead  in  ore,  at  the  smelter  of  the  Consolidated  Mining  and 
Smelting  Company  at  Trail,  for  11  months  of  the  year  to  November  30,  have

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For  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year,  the  receipts  at  Trail  were  41,977,380 
pounds.  Had  this  ratio  continued,  the  total  receipts  for  1914  would  have 
exceeded  slightly  the  total  for  1913.  Following,  however,  the  beginning  of 
hostilities  in  Europe,  the  Consolidated  Company  for  some  weeks  declined  to 
accept  silver-lead  ores,  and  this  forced  suspension  of  operations  upon  many 
properties. 

The  company  also  closed  down  a  number  of  its  own  mines. 

Later  the  company  resumed  the  purchase  of  ores,  but  upon  a  changed  basis. 
For  lead  the  New  York  price,  less  1  cent  per  pound,  and  for  silver  40  cen,s  per 
ounce,  with  10  per  cent  of  the  net  values  retained,  pending  a  final  settlement 
to  be  based  upon  the  average  price  of  the  third  month  after  receipt,  and 
further  deduction  of  4  per  cent  upon  net  values,  to  cover  the  cost  of  carrying 
the  metals. 

The  tendency  noted  last  year  toward  a  range  of  prices  relatively  higher 
in  London  than  in  the  United  States,  has  developed  more  fully  this  year.  Thus 
for  1913,  the  average  price  per  100  pounds  of  lead  in  St.  Louis  was  S4.238. 
For  1914,  it  has  been  $3,734. 

The  average  price  per  long  ton  in  London,  was,  for  1913,  £18.743;  for  1914 
it  has  been  £19.044. 

The  equivalent  of  the  St.  Louis  average  price,  S3. 734  per  100  pounds, 
would  be  about  £17  3s.  6d.  per  long  ton. 

The  New  York  prices  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  smelter  as  the  basis 
for  settlement  are  usually  from  10  to  17  cents  per  100  pounds  higher  than  the 
St.  Louis  prices. 

It  does  not  appear  that  lead  from  the  United  States  has  as  yet  invaded  the 
English  market,  but  it  enters  the  Canadian  and  Oriental  markets  in  which  our 
producers  must  sell,  and  hence  regulates  the  price  which  a  Canadian  shipper 
can  get. 

Thus  the  condition  has  arisen  that  the  lead  shippers  are  at  times  precluded 
by  London  quotations  of  above  £17  18s.  9d.  from  claiming  bounty,  while  at  the 
same  time,  they  are  not  getting  in  their  settlements  at  the  smelter,  a  price  equal 
to  £17  18s.  9d. 

What  is  of  more  practical  importance  to  the  majority  of  British  Columbia 
silver-lead  mine  owners  is  the  price  of  silver. 

The  average  price  of  silver  for  the  last  twenty  years  has  been  about  56  cents 
per  ounce.  It  is  now  quoted  at  48  cents,  and  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  "  indus- 
trial metals"  the  support  of  the  market  is  frail,  and  those  who  have  silver  on  hand 
are  afraid  to  offer  it. 

Increased  attention  has  throughout  the  year  been  given  to  the  collection  of 
zinc  concentrates.  The  shipments  of  these  to  the  United  States  has  probably 
been  in  excess  of  the  quantity  shipped  in  any  previous  year.  Active  work  has 
again  begun  upon  the  "Lucky  Jim,"  the  zinc  mine  par  excellence  of  the  province.

(Wash.),  Blue  Bird,  California,  Colonial,  Cinderella,  Caledonia,  Caaba,  Charles- 
ton, Dynamo,  Enterprise,  Eastmount,  Elkhorn,  Extension,  Evening,  Early  Bird, 
Gold  Reef,  Hartney,  Hope,  Hargrave,  Jewel,  Iron  Creek  (Wash.),  Iron  Cap, 
Lucky  Thought,  Lone  Bachelor,  Le  Roi,  Monte  Christo,  Mother  Lode,  Neepawa, 
Pittsburg,  Silver  Hoard,  Silver  Cup,  Sally,  Silver  Union,  Standard  (Beaver- 
dell),  Silver  Cup  (Hazel ton),  Simpson  Bros.,  Tamarac,  Topay,  Widdowson, 
Yankee  Girl. 
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In  connection  with  the  preparation  of  this  report,  I  have  lately  travelled 
through  the  lead  producing  camps.  I  find  the  great  majority  of  the  mines 
enumerated  above  now  closed  down,  or  working  only  upon  development  or  for 
the  production  of  experimental  shipments. 

The  closing  down  of  such  mines  as  the  Standard,  the  Bluebell,  the  St. 
Eugene,  those  in  the  Ainsworth  Camp,  and  others,  inflict  upon  those  deprived  of 
employment,  and  upon  those  dependent  upon  them,  great  hardship.  The  com- 
munities surrounding  these  mines  are  sharply  reminded  that  we  are  living 
through  a  period  of  stress  such  as  the  world  has  never  before  known,  but  the 
burdens  and  privations  imposed  by  the  war  aie  bravely  borne,  and  many  miners 
have  enlisted  for  service  abroad  against  the  enemies  of  the  Empire. 

Upon  the  resumption  of  quotations  by  the  London  Metal  Exchange,  in 
November,  the  newspapers  for  several  days  reported  quotations  of  lead  at  £15 
2s.  6d.  After  a  few  days  I  ascertained  that  these  quotations  were  erroneous,  but 
in  the  meantime,  under  the  impression  that  almost  full  bounty  was  accruing,  I 
had  gone  to  some  trouble,  and  incurred  a  small  expense  in  taking  stock  of  the 
lead  ore  on  hand  at  the  smelter,  this  being  necessary  in  order  that  final  40  per 
cent  claims  could  be  accurately  adjusted.

Sir, — As  Inspector  of  Binder  Twine  I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  my  annual 
report  for  the  calendar  year  1914. 

Very  few,  if  any,  changes  have  occurred  in  the  binder  twine  market  dur- 
ing the  season.  The  year  has  been  a  good  one  both  for  the  consumer  and  manu- 
facturer. The  consumer  of  binder  twine  receives  a  good  article  of  twine, — 
full  length,  free  from  knots,  required  strength,  and  uniform  in  size,  doing  good 
work  on  all  kinds  of  machines.  A  farmer  receiving  a  twine  of  this  class  has  no 
cause  for  delays  or  annoyances,  and  much  satisfaction  is  derived  when  twine  is 
up  to  this  standard. 

The  manufacturers  have  been  operating  their  factories  to  full  capacity  and 
for  some  time  past  have  been  opening  up  a  good  foreign  trade  for  twine  as  well 
as  taking  care  of  the  home  market.  The  firms  manufacturing  binder  twine  are 
the  same  as  in  1913 — as  follows: — 

Consumers  Cordage  Co.,  Montreal  and  Halifax. 
Plymouth  Cordage  Co.,  Welland,  Ont. 
Brantford  Cordage  Co.,  Brantford,  Ont. 

The  ouptut  for  the  season  was  11,775  tons.

Sir — I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  the  annual  Crude  Petroleum  Report  for 
the  calendar  year  1914. 

The  oil  market  throughout  Ontario  has  not  shown  much  activity  during 
the  past  year  and  no  new  fields  have  been  opened  up,  the  whole  trade  being  very 
quiet.  Very  little  drilling  has  been  done,  outside  of  the  drilling  for  gas  wells 
in  Oil  Springs  and  Dawn  Township. 

This  is  accounted  for  particularly  by  the  large  storage  of  oil  in  the  United 
States  which  has  resulted  in  the  lowering  of  the  price  of  crude  oil  in  Canada 
which  has  a  tendency  to  discourage  the  prospecting  of  new  fields.  With  a  rise  in 
the  price  of  crude  oil  new  life  will  be  resumed  in  the  oil  districts  and  good 
results  may  be  expected. 

The  gas  field  in  Oil  Springs  has  been  a  boom  to  the  southern  part  of  Ennis- 
killen  and  a  wonderful  surprise  in  that  locality.  The  immense  pressure  in  some 
of  the  wells  has  been  enormous  and  has  exceeded  all  expectations.  The  gas  is 
of  excellent  quality,  free  from  odour  and  the  whole  population  of  the  County  of 
Lambton  is  being  supplied  with  it  for  fuel  and  light. 

Appended  herewith  I  give  the  annual  production  of  crude  petroleum  for 
the  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  about  fifteen  thousand  barrels  for  the  year  1914.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MR.  W.  J.  RYAN,  INSPECTOR  UNDER 
GOLD  AND  SILVER  MARKING  ACT. 

Toronto,  January  1,  1915.

Sir, — As  inspector  under  the  Gold  and  Silver  Marking  Act  of  Canada,  I 
beg  to  report  the  operations  of  said  Act  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1914. 

Though  good  work  was  done  under  the  Act  of  1908,  it  was  not  until  the 
Act  of  1913  which  came  into  force  on  January  lsb  of  that  year,  that  the  trade 
appreciated  the  fact  that  the  object  Parliament  had  in  amending  the  Act  was:  to 
make  it  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible,  so  that  it  could  be  enforced  with  less 
difficulty,  and  made  applicable  to  every  case  intending  to  deceive  or  defraud  the 
public,  and  also  that  it  would  be  applied  in  its  entirety  and  without  discrimina- 
tion, so  that  no  manufacturer  or  dealer,  home  or  foreign,  could  escape  its 
requirements  and  provisions. 

As  a  result,  the  contraventions  for  the  year  1914  have  been  considerably 
less,  and  in  no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  bring  those  who  offended  once  under 
the  Act,  into  court  the  second  time.  This  is  some  assurance  that  the  first  con- 
viction had  the  desired  effect. 

The  convictions  during  the  year  were  as  follows: — 

Under  Section  11:  Three  cases  of  improperly  marked  flatware  (knives, 

forks  and  spoons). 

Under  Section  14:  Four  cases  of  jewellery,  watch  cases  and  spectacle 
frames,  gold-filled  and  guaranteed. 

Under  Section  8:  Nine  cases,  eight  of  wedding  rings,  and  one  of  spectacle 
frames,  where  the  fineness  of  gold  was  less  than  the  carat  mark  stamped 
upon  them. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  all  the  large  catalogue  houses  in  Canada  are  tak- 
ing greater  precaution  in  their  annual  and  semi-annual  issues  in  representing 
their  wares  truly  and  correctly. 

Greater  interest  is  also  taken  by  manufacturers  outside  of  Canada,  and  their 
respect  for  the  Act  is  noticeable  by  the  great  number  of  applications  made  dur- 
ing the  year  by  them  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  registration  of 
Trade  Marks. 

As  an  instance  of  respect  held  for  our  Act  in  England,  the  Master  of  the 
Assay  Office  in  Sheffield,  assured  your  inspector  when  in  England,  last  July, 
that,  should  any  manufacturer  in  Great  Britain  attempt  to  export  goods  into 
Canada  that  violated  either  the  Gold  and  Silver  Marking  Act  of  Canada  or  the 
Hall-Mark  laws  of  Great  Britain,  that  on  receipt  of  information,  the  guilty  par- 
ties would  be  convicted  in  Great  Britain. 

This  offer  of  co-operation  will  be  of  great  help  to  your  inspector,  as  an  er- 
roneous impression  prevailed  with  some  manufacturers  in  England,  especially 
in  Birmingham,  that  goods  made  by  them  for  export  purposes  were  exempt  from 
the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  and  consequently  shipped  goods  into  Canada  inferior 
to  that  permitted  to  be  sold  in  their  own  country. 

Another  great  assistance  has  been  granted  to  this  Department,  by  the  De- 
partment of  Customs,  in  issuing  a  memorandum  to  the  Customs  Collectors, 
prohibiting  from  importation  under  tariff  item  1209,  gold  and  silver  articles 
bearing  false  trade  descriptions. 
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Any  depression  there  may  be  in  trade,  the  manufacturing  jeweller  and  sil- 
versmith is  the  first  to  feel  its  effects,  and  your  Inspector  cannot  be  too  exact  in 
enforcing  the  Gold  and  Silver  Marking  Act  to  compel  fair  competition,  and  to 
protect  the  public  from  being  imposed  upon  by  unscrupulous  dealers  who,  when 
business  is  quiet,  resort  to  fraudulent  practices.

INSPECTION   OF   CERTAIN    STAPLE   ARTICLES   OF  CANADIAN 
COMMERCE  INSPECTED  UNDER  PROVISIONS  OF  CHAP.  85 
REVISED   STATUTES   OF   CANADA   AND  AMENDMENTS 

THERETO. 

Before  proceeding  to  tabulate  the  inspection  of  the  different  commodities 
dealt  with  in  this  Act,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  make  reference  to  an  important 
amendment  to  same,  known  as  chapter  36  of  the  statutes  of  1914. 

It  provides  for  certain  markings  on  barrels,  bags  and  packages  of  flour, 
cereals  and  feed,  and  the  weights  per  bushel  and  bag  for  vegetables,  and  its 
provisions  apply  to  all  Canada. 

The  principal  sections  concerning  flour,  cereals  and  feed  are  as  follows: — 
"164.  Every  barrel  or  half-barrel  of  flour,  meal,  rolled  oats  or  rolled 
wheat,  packed  for  sale,  shall,  by  painting  or  branding  on  one  end  thereof, 
be  plainly  marked: — 

"(a)  with  the  initials  of  the  Christian  name  and  the  surname  at  full 
length  of  the  packer  or  the  person  for  whom  such  barrel  or  half-barrel 
is  packed,  and  with  the  place  of  business  of  such  packer  or  person; 
or,  where  such  barrel  or  half-barrel  is  packed  by  or  for:a  copartnership 
or  incorporated  company,  with  the  firm  name  of  such  copartnership 
or  the  corporate  name  of  such  company  and  with  the  place  of  business 
of  such  copartnership  or  company;  and, 
"(b)  with  the  brand  and  weight  of  the  flour  or  meal  therein  contained; 
and, 

" (c)  with  the  tare  of  the  barrel  or  half-barrel." 

"164a.  Every  bag,  sack  or  similar  package  of  flour,  meal,  rolled  oats, 
rolled  wheat,  or  feed  shall  be  plainly  marked, — 

"  (a)  with  the  initials  of  the  Christian  names  and  the  surname  at  full 
:  length  of  the  packer  or  person  for  whom  such  bag  or  package  is  packed.. 

and  with  the  place  of  business  of  such  packer  or  person;  or,  where  such 
bag,  sack  or  other  package  is  packed  by  or  for  a  copartnership  or 
incorporated  company  with  the  firm  name  of  such  copartnership  or 
the  corporate  name  of  such  company  and  with  the  place  of  business 
of  such  copartnership  or  company;  and, 

"(6)  with  the  brand  and  the  weight  of  the  contents  of  the  bag,  sack 
or  package; 

"  (c)  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  as  to  brand  shall  not  apply  to  feed, 

but  the  composition  of  the  feed  in  each  container  shall  be  stated." 
"164b.  The  provisions  of  sections  164  and  164a  of  this  Act  shall  not 
apply,— 

"  (a)  when  flour,  meal,  rolled  oats,  rolled  wheat  or  feed  is,  in  the  presence  of 
the  purchaser,  and  for  his  own  use,  weighed  and  put  into  the  barrel, 
half-barrel,  bag,  sack,  or  other  package;  nor, — 

"(b)  when  any  of  those  articles  is  sold  for  export  out  of  Canada,  if  the 
purchaser  requests  that  the  marks,  or  any  mark,  required  by  the  said 
sections  be  not  put  upon  the  barrel,  half-barrel,  bag,  sack  or  other 
package." 

"175a.  Every  person  who  sells,  offers  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  possession 
for  sale,  any  bag,  sack  or  similar  package  of  flour,  meal,  rolled  oats,  rolled 
wheat  or  feed,  which  is  not  marked  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  section  164a  of  this  Act,  shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a 
penalty  of  one  dollar  for  every  bag,  sack  or  package  not  so  marked;  without 
prejudice  to  the  civil  remedy  of  any  person  aggrieved  for  any  damage  sus- 
tained by  him."

Fees  Chargeable  Under  the  Inspection  and  Sale  Act  Chap.  85. 

Flour  and  Meal. 

For  such  inspection  and  branding  and  marking  the  person  who  required  the 
inspection  thereof  shall  pay  to  the  inspector  for  each  and  every  barrel  and  half 
barrel  of  flour  or  meal  so  inspected  and  branded  or  marked  the  sum  of  2  cents 
exclusive  of  the  charge  for  cooperage,  before  such  flour  or  meal  is  removed;; 
and  when  any  less  quantity  than  one  hundred  barrels  of  flour  or  meal  is  offered' 
for  inspection  at  one  time,  the  inspector  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  full 
fees  that  would  accrue  to  him  on  one  hundred  barrels. 

As  soon  as  any  flour  or  meal  is  inspected,  a  bill  of  inspection  shall  be  fur-' 
nished  by  the  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  without  fee  or  reward,  specifying 
neatly  and  legibly  the  quantity  and  quality  ascertained  by  inspection,  the . 
gross  weight  of  5  per  cent  thereof,  and  the  tare  of  1  per  cent  thereof  and  the 
charges  therefor,  and  the  name  of  the  mill  at  which  the  flour  or  meal  was  manu- 
factured. 

When  the  inspector  in  his  judgment  deems  it  necessary  to  strip  or  empty 
out  the  flour  to  find  out  if  there  is  the  proper  weight  of  flour  in  any  cask  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  cents  for  each  barrel  so  stripped  or  emptied  if  it  proves  to  be 
short  weight  in  addition  to  the  2  cents  per  barrel  for  inspecting  and  branding.
